Head of Treasury Wants Congress to 


Give Him Authority to Increase 


Interest Rate on Short-Term 


-Securities. 


Washington. Feb. 13.—The Victory 


Liberty loan to be offered 
to the 


American people in April will be for 
approximately $6,000.000,000 and will 
consist of short-term bonds providing 
a comparatively high return to the 
Inventor. 


These prospects wore indicated by 


a letter Secretary of the 
Treasury 


Glass addressed to Chairman Kltchin 
of the house committee on ways and 
means and the draft of a bill pro- 
viding for the ftnuro issues of bonds 
which accompanied the letter. 


With Representative Kitehln and 


Senator Snioot agreeing that the ex- 
penses of the government next year 
will be $10,000,000,000, whereas 
the 


tax revenue will be only $4,000,000,000. 
It Is apparent that the forthcoming 
loan will not end the war borrowing 
from the people. While taxes may be 
increased -it is certain that another 
lonn will be necessary duriug the next 
fiscal year and possibly others there- 
after. 


To make the bonds attractive to In- 


vestors Sir. Glass proposes that he be 
clothed witli authority to iacrease the 
Interest rate on short-term securities, 
pay premiums at maturity, and ex- 
empt future and past bonds from tax- 
ation. 


The bill submitted by the secretary 


of the treasury proposes: 


To Increase the authorized Issue of 


bonds from $20,000,000,000 to $23,000,- 
000,000. 


To remove the limitation as ttf In- 


terest rate so far as regards bonds 
maturing not more than ten years 
from the date of issue.' 


To authorize the issue of not to ex- 


ceed $10,000,000,000 of interest-bearing, 
noncircuiating notes having maturi- 
ties from one to live years. 


To authorize the issue of bonds and 


notes payable at n premium. 


To exempt war-savings certificates 


from Income surtaxes. 


To confer authority upon the sec- 


rotary of the treasury to determine 
the exemptions from taxation in re- 
spect to future issues of bonds nnd 
notea and to enlarge the exemptions 
of existing Liberty bonds in the hands 
of subscribers for new bonds and 
nq.tcs. 


To exempt from 
income surtaxes 


and profits taxes, all issues of Liberty 
bonds and bonds of the war finance 
corporation held abroad. 


To extend the period for conver- 


sion of 4 per cent Liberty bonds. 


To create n 2>/i per cent cumulative 


sinking fund for the retirement of the 
war debt. 


To continue the existing authority 


for the purchase of obligations of for- 
eign governments after the termina- 
tion of the war. 


To extend the authority of the war 


finance corporation so as to permit 
It to make loans In aid of our com- 
merce, tluis supplementing the aid 
which nniy be given by the treasury 
on direct loans to foreign govern- 
ments and la "a measure relieving the 
treasury of demands for such loans.

It would seem that 
the conception has been discarded 
whereby the l.eague becomes a super 
state in favor of insistence on the ne- 
cessity of close mutual obligations fur- 
nishing guarantees for the independ- 
ence of each nation, which is more ef- 
ficient than the old systems of alli- 
ances. 
The French government

M. Bourgeois, alluding to the appre- 


hension existing in France as regards 
Germany,

grave danger confronting France if an 
international force was not constantly 
In being and organized for instant ac- 
tion. 
The French view, he indicated, was 


that a society of nations which did 
not include a permanent collective 
force might be a beautiful experiment, 
perhaps, but an experiment too grent 
for a nation to risk unless it had, ii 
addition, defensive frontiers sufficient 
to meet a sudden shock. 


French apprehensions over the im- 


potence of a league of nations without 
an international police force for < n- 
forcing peace are the causes of the 
delay in accepting the draft which 
was completed Saturday nnd which 
wns expected to be adopted Monday. 


Leon Bourgeois suggested an inter- 


national army under a generalissimo, 
preferably Marshal Foch, for policing 
strategically important areas, such ns 
the Rhenish 
provinces, the Darda- 


nelles, the Kiel canal, and the Vistula, 
but Great Britain and America refused 
even to discuss the project. 
. Materialistic French views may de- 
feat the idealistic American viewpoint, 
by delaying adoption of the draft un- 
til after President Wilson sails, thus 
robbing him of taking home the new- 
born league of nations and personally 
expounding its ultimate working. 


Know What War Is. 


But the French, who have been 


bombed by airplanes, shelled by big 
Berthas—who shivered with anxiety 
every clear night, who saw where giant 
projectiles from the car.non SO miles 
away smashed hospitals and killed 
women and children, can't forget what 
war is. Naturally they take a differ- 
ent view than the newly-arrived Amer- 
ican delegation, whose only concrete 
reminder of war is that the restaurants 
close at 9:30 o'clock and that waiters, 
chauffeurs and doormen frequently are 
one-armed men or one-legged, and 
wear war decorations. 
The French 


people can't forget the trainloads of 
wounded and dying, which arrived at 
the Gare La Chapelle during the early 
days of the war. They remomber last 
.Tune, when the U. S. marines stopped 
the German rush Parisward dead on 
the main highway this side of Chateau 
Thierry. 


Convoys of Agony. 


Still vivid is their recollection of 


how 
ambulances 
rolled 
endlessly 


through the streets with their curtains 
up owing to tbe intense heat, sho- mg 
khaki-clad Americans lying on bunks 
inside with their bloodstained band- 


jca. 
Previously the French always timed 


the arrival of hospital trains for the 
night, so the people would not see the 
grewsome ambulance sights, but last 
June tbe ambulances dashed right from 
the field hospitals to Paris, 50 miles 
away, and were too numerous to be 
held up until nightfall.

FLAMES AND EXPLOSION WRECK 


ENTIRE 
BUSINESS 
BLOCK. 


LOSS TO REACH $75,000. 


CRUSHED BY FALLING WALL 


Many Victim* Arc Volunteers Who 


Helped to Fight Blaze—City 


of 6,000 Had No Standing 


Fire Department. 


Platteville—A fire which for nearly 


chree hours threatened the city of 
Platteville, Saturday, Feb. 8, resulted 
in the death of eight persons, injury 
to eleven, and the destruction of $75,- 
000 worth of property. 


Originating by spontaneous combus- 


tion in the basement of the brick Fore- 
hand building, which covered an entire 
block, it spread rapidly throiiEhout the 
three floors o£ the building, causing 
three explosions, which wrecked the 
structure and blew the south wall and 
corner out into the street. 


By nerce ! ;hting the fire was 'con- 


fined to one block. Most of those killed 
were .volunteer firemen, some, of whom 
were members of the city's volunteer 
fire brigade. Others had offered their 
help when the fire broke out, and still 
others were school boys who wore car- 
rying jewelry and other valuables out 
of the bumins building wnen the wall 
fell upon them. 


The eleven persons injured were 


also caught under the falling wall and 
some o£ them were severely crushed. 
Nine were rushed to Dr. Wilson Cun- 
ningham's 
hospital 
at 
Platteville, 


where it was reported they would re- 
cover with possibly one exception, that 
of Ray Edwards, a student, whose 
Body was badly crushed. 
They are 


all of Platteville. 


A gas stove and several cans of gas- 


oline, which are known to have been 
in the building at the time of the fire, 
are believed to have caused the explo- 
sion. According to James Dolan, for- 
mer assemblyman and a prominent 
lawyer of Plattevilie, the cause of the 
fire is believed to have been sponta- 
neous combustion. 


Volunteer firemen and school boys 


began hustling the jewelry out of tho 
Vanderbie jewelry store on the ground 
floor of the building shortly after the 
fire started. When the explosions oc- 
curred they were caught beneath the 
falling brick walls. Most of the killed 
were found several feet from the 
building, suggesting that they had 
seen and tried to escape the fallin;; 
walls. 


John Kopp, a high school student, 


was blown through a window of the 
first floor of the building, but was only 
slightly injured. 
Ernest Bickson, who was killed, had 


learned Friday night of the death'of 
jis mothor in Kansas City. 
Hia 


arother left Saturday morning for 
Kansas City to return with the body. 


Fred Steinhoff and S. Auston Hale, 


two of. the killed were farmers living 
near the edge of Uie city. They vol- 
unteered their services when 
they 


.earned of the fire. 


The hre started shortly before 1 


o'clock Saturday afternoon. It imme- 
diately threatened nearby structures. 
The heat was so intense that attend- 
ants in the telephone, exchange across 
:he street were driven from their 
josts, and no communication with the 
;ity by telephone from outside was 
possible for nearly two hours. 


The Forehand building, to which the 


fire was confined, is a complete wreck. 
It was valued at ?50,000 and the de- 
stroyed property with the building 
was'valued at approximately $25,000. 


The building was recently renamed 


the Realty building by C. A. Rafter, 
who owned the block, one of the prin- 
cipal buildings in Platteville. 
Rafter 


owned the tobacco factory on the third 
floor of the building. He was the only 
one of the occupants of the. apart 
ments on the second floor to be killed. 
None of the other residents were iu 
the building at the time of the explo- 
sions. 
Searchers hunted through the smol- 


dering 
ruins of the 
building with 


flashlights almost ail night Saturday 
and continued their search on Sunday, 
jut no more bodies were recovered. 


The block was in flames lor nearly 


four hours. Crowds of people from 
Dubuque and other nearby cities mo- 
tored to Platteville to watch the fire. 
;t was necessary to call out Company 


of the state guard to , keep the 


crowd away from the blazing build- 
ng and to assist the volunteer fire 
fighters in confining the destruction to 
the one black.

DISEASE AND COAL 


Scientific Discoveries Establish a 


Connection. 


World Declared to Have Been Fres- 


'. From Physical 
Ills 
Before the 


Beds That Supply Fuel

One of the most curious of discus- 


sions has been started by Prof. Hoy L. 
Moodfe, a scientist of high reputation, 
who has made a special study of the 
beginning of disease.

time, he. s-ays, there was no such fhliur 
us disease In either arlmals or phmls. 
IJut it WHS n very long while ago. His 
Inquiries led him to the conclusion 
that diseases began its the coal-form- 
ing period, when tlie vast deposits of 
our fossil fuel were laid down In peaty 
bogs from the luxuriant vegetation of 
regions 
then 
tropical—in 
Pennsyl- 


vanla, a Ions the southern Alleghenies 
and elsewhere. 


In those very ancient times, ever so 


many millions of years ago. the our 
was covered with water far more e 
tensiV">!y than at present, nnd on the 
bottom grew fields of "son lilies"—just 
as they do' today In marine shallows. 
They are oddly Imitative of plants, 
though really animals, and fossil re- 
mains of them found In coal show en- 
largements of the .stems plainly due to 
attack by parasite worms. During the 
coal period there seems to have been 
qn extensive development of those 
forms of microscopic vegetation that 
we call fungi and bacteria. Nearly all 
plant diseases are due to attack by 
parasitic fungi. Most discuses of men 
and animals arc attributable to bnc- 
terlu of one species or another that 
have acquired the habit of parasitism. 
Minute bacteria and fun si—traces of 
their colonies, that Is to say—have 
been found In the fossil droppings of 
extinct species of fishes, embalmed, us 
one might say. In our coal deposits. In 
plant structures of corresponding an 
tlqulty are discovered natural "cut- 
Wires" of bacteria, silk-Hied. 


The fossil teeth of lone-extinct spe- 


cies of fishes have been found affected 
by "dental carles"—irregular decayed 
spots. Are we to suppose that those 
finny creatures.of early days suffered 
from 
toothache? Twenty or 
thirty 


millions of years ago arrived the age 
of reptiles, which developed the giant 
lizards, that were the largest aiilnials 
ever known in the world, If some mod- 
(irn whales be exceptod. Some of their 
liones (preserved In the rocks) tsbow 
ileformlties obviously due to disease, 
(pertain of these deformities suggest 
chronic Intlanimiitlon of the joints; 
others, tuberculosis. After the Hge of 
reptiles came the early mammals. They 
and their descendants (Including our- 
selves) have certainly lusd a due nl- 
lowanee of disease ever since.

that lays the golden eggs. In view of 
the present prices of eggs and poultry, 
it begins to look as if the age of the 
golden eggs had arrived. 
With mar- 


keting conditions for poultry products 
better than ever before, with a stabil- 
ized' demand for quality products, and 
with prospects of larger amounts of 
feeds being available as a result of. 
the cessation of war, there is every 
Incentive for the poultryintm's best ef- 
forts. 


A fundamental factor which makes 


for greater success with hens is to 
hatch early. The early chick'catches 
the worm both in the garden and in 
the economies of poultry production. 
The poultryman who aspires to beat 
the calendar and to hatch 
several 


weeks earlier than the cut-and-dried 
practice gains an advantage 
which 


permits him to market quality cock- 
erels at less cost and greater profit 
much in advance of his associates who 
are remiss in lighting their incubators 
or setting their hens. 
Chicks thrive 


nnd develop rapidly during the early 
(lays of spring; the early hatched 
fowls thus realize full benefits from 
the propitious and longer growing sea- 
son. 


Why to Hatch Early. 


The early hatch spells sure profits, 


other conditions being equal, because 
It fosters the earlier maturity and egg 
production of the pullets; it induces 
a stream of eggs at the season when 
eggs are highest in price; it gives the 
chicks a chance to develop into strong 
healthy birds before fiot weather sets 
in; it provides a supply of wage e.urn- 
ing pullets to rei)lac-e»the old heus in 
the flock as soon as the latter birds 
begin to develop sriir-bourder charac- 
teristics ; it produces chicks which are 
robust and rugged and better able to 
ivithstand the attacks of lice and dis- 
ease; it means early cockerels for 
market when the supply is scant and 
the price correspondingly attractive. 


Hens take a three months' vacation 


every fall during the molting season 
while'they don new plumage. 
When 


tlie hens are idle, the stream of eggs 
ceases unless early hatched pullets 
are ready to substitute for the older 
fowl as egg-producers. 
As fall and 


winter eggs are always in demand at 
profitable prices, early hatching re- 
turns rapid dividends where the pul- 
lets are geared up for active service 
when the hens begin their rest. 
Less Disease Among Robust Pullets. 


' Where lice attack the flock, the 
smaller, weaker chickens are first to 
succumb. Lice are worse during warm 
than 
cold weather and hence the 


early hatched chicks are less exposed 
to such pests while still very young. 
Furthermore, immature 
pullets are 


subject to colds during the fall and 
are likely to spread colds throughout 
the entire flock. To remedy this dif- 
ficulty, hatch early and have the pul- 
lets reasonably well matured 
when 


they are placed in winter quarters. 


As more cockerels 
are 
produced 


than are needed for breeding pur- 
poses it Is imperative that the surplus 
stock be rapidly matured and sold as 
broilers; and springers at early ages. 
The demand for such chickens is best 
early in the season when the price is 
at its peak and, on this account, the 
young males should be hatched early. 


forced and fattened for these special 
markets. 


Hot Weather Hard On Chicks. 


Severely hot weather is hard on 


little chicks. 
Constant care and at- 


tention are essential to carry the 
young birds through 
the 
first 
six 


weeks without loss, particularly If the 
weather is hot and oppressive during 
this period. 
It Is highly Important 


that chicks shall have passed the dan- 
ger point before summer is on full 
force. 
This necessitates that the 


chicks be early 
rather than 
late- 


hatched. 


Unless pullets arc hatched early, 


matured nnd well settled in their win- 
ter quarters before cold weather sets 
In, it is diflicult to get them to lay. 
Generally it takes from six und one- 
half to eight months for pullets of the 
general purpose breeds including the 
Plymouth Rock, Rhode Island Red, 
Wyandotte and Orpington varieties to 
mature and start laying.

early In the season they will have 
ample time to mature. 


Early 
hutching 
one season 
will 


make it easier to hatch early the fol- 
lowing year. 
Early hutched pullets 


begin to lay in the full and winter and 
by the time early spring comes will 
usually hnve proiluced a considerable 
number of eggs uud many of them will 
show u desire to sit. If on the other 
hand, the pullets are hatched late, 
they do not begin to lay until late 
winter or early spring und conse- 
quently are not likely to be broody 
when it is time to start 
hardline.

fowls. The present scope of the work 
includes not only the. feeding, breed- 
ing, and care of ordinary poultry, but

of squabs, turkeys, guineas, geese and 
ducks makes a pleasing variety in the 
diet, aud with wild fowls now becom- 
ing less available, it is important that 
a sufiicient number of domestic birds 
be raised to keep the market con- 
stantly supplied.

A microscope Is Mm most accurate 


means of distinguishing cotton and 
linen threads. Cotlon fibers, under the 
microscope, hnve a ribbon-like appear- 
ance with frequent, twlsls. nnd a broad 
flat central canal; linen fibers are 
round, jointed nnd heavier than cot- 
ton.If the fabric Is without starch, oil 
makes linen translucent and cotton 
opaque. 
Tho finish must be wished 


out of highly finlslio'l materials before, 
the tost can be/ used. A comparatively 
simple test which, after some expe- 
rience, enables one to dlsvlnculrh be- 
tween linen und cotton is called the 
'tearing" test. One must lie .in expert 
'.o detect cotton and linen mixtures in 
ihls way. The linen weaves In gi-n- 
eral are more difficult to tear than cot- 
ton. 
The torn ends of the. linen 


threads appear uneven in length, and 
the Individual fibers of tho threads nrc 
parallel; while the torn ends of the 
-otton threads 
aro more 
even In 


length, and the individual fibers arc 
iwlsted In every direction. Tho sound 
of tearing linen Is shrill, and that of 
cotton dull or muffled.

flume and examine tho burnt ends.

Lucia pulled 
her 
shawl 
farther 


across her face and shrank down on 
the station platform bench as the solid 
blue flfrure suddenly bent down over 
her. Excitedly she shook her head In 
answer to the question that she could 
not understand. She searched through 
her red plaid waist for the paper that 
Tony hud folded into a little square 
.-md gfven to her. The writing on it, 
lu the English that Tony knew and she 
did not, told the house where she lived. 
Tony had explained It all to her that 
morning. He had told it to her again 
at the station. Then, waving his bat, 
ho had disappeared into the train with 
the rest of the men, and L«icia ha<5 
been left standing oueslde the gate. 
There were crowds of women pushing 
all about her. 
They were weeping. 


So Lucia wept, too. 


Liit-ia had been betrothed to Tony 


in the old country. Five years before, 
with a long ticket 
for 
New York 


pinned into his inside pocket, her lover 
had left her. He wrote in every let- 
ter that he hid ma.le her a home in 
the nnvv country. Her dowry money 
hud finally provided her own transpor- 
tation, mid for two months Tony and 
she had been married. Then he had 
drawn a ticket with, n number on It, 
and this morning he had gone off to 
war. 
To the policeman Lucia told all these 


things in rapid Italian. But the po- 
liceman only talked back to her as 
rapidly in a language that was not 
Italian. She followed him dumbly to 
ht.'adquarters. An hour later a wom- 
an wearing American clothes gently 
began talking to her in beautiful Ital- 


ian. 


Italian Lucia was only one of thou- 


sands of foreign-born women, Syrians, 
Italians, Armenians, Russians, Lithu- 
anians, Polish, who, when the draft 
called their men folk to the American 
colors, asked in helpless 
confusion 


what It was all about. When would 
their men be back? What did people 
mean when they told them they would 
receive 
money through 
the 
mail? 


Where could they llnd work that they 
knew how to do? Was there no one 
who could explain it all to them in 
their own language? 


The Y. W. C. A. ivas ready to offer 


assistance, but it would be of no value 
to offer it in English. 
Consequently 


it had to supply u corps of wiwuen who 
could talk to the foreign-born woman 
at her own door In the language that 
she was used to hearing in the home- 
land. 
To teach, her English was as 


essential a factor in her Americaniza- 
tion as to find her a job. Therefore 
thu war council of the Y. W. C. A. set 
out to find her English. 


A year before the wax began in Eu- 


rope, llu; leaders of the Young Wom- 
HQ'S Christian association foresaw just 
such u situation, and mude ready to 
meet it. 
They studied the needs of 


tin; Immigrant. 
They trained skilled 


American social -workers to become fa- 
lailiar with the home habits and to 
speak the language of the Lett and the 
Hungarian and the Greek and the oth- 
er foreign mothers who brought ba- 
blps and bundles over from Ellis island 
to Mattery park. 
The organization Into which this ex- 


periment has developed was named 
by ilio Y. W7. C. A. national board, "The 
TnturLiiitlon.nl 
Institute 
for 
Young 


Women." In terms which these wom- 
en can understand, It Is teaching the 
foreign-born how to sew and cook and 
cure for the baby. 


To girls like Italian Lucia, who con- 


fusedly lingered on the station plat- 
forms wht-a the draft trains pulled out, 
the W. Y. C. A. is giving direct as- 
slstar.ce. Educated European women, 
appointed to the rej?alar staff of work- 
ers at the camp Y. TV. C. A. Hostes! 
Houses lire able to talk to the drafted 
men in their own language, assist them 
In writing letters home, and in ar- 
ranging furloughs and little visits to 
the camp. 
"The Home Information Service for 


Foreign Families: of Enlisted Men" is 
doing practical relief work for the 
wives and mothers. 
The purpose of 


the board is to help, the women folk 
left behind to understand where their 
hoys ar& and bow they are being treat- 
ed': fcow they need home support and 
cheer, how to send them comforts, and 
to V.ocp poco themselves by learning 
English nnd other tilings, so that when 
the boys come home they will not find 
their, women still very un-American 
nucl out of sympathy with them. 


Food conservation 
bulletins have 


been translated Into 18 or 19 languages. 
At the factories and munition p'.ants 
Interpreters are available for the r.on- 
Kngllsh speaking women by whom the 
real war industries of the country are 
being largely carried on. 
In 25 im- 


portant cities International Institute 
lUireaus are trairdng American 
anfl 


foreign women for fnll time social 
survic-.i work with foreigners. Twenty- 
four trained women are employed on 
thu national and, d.'.strlct Held staff of 
tin; Y. Vf. C. A. On June 15 there were 
TOfi trained women working at Ameri- 
canization. 


When more than 75,000 Chicago men 


lillcd cut their blue cards for the Sep- 
tember 12 draft, Ga:ng Luo Wong ap- 
peared ut one precinct, bringing with 
him Mrs. Gang Wong and the three 
children. 
All live wished to register.

The 
first step toward 


restoration after lie had photugraphod every one 
of tilt! ragged pages was setting the ink. 
This 


was done by a liquid process or bath designed to 
prevent furl her failing. 
Then each one of th'2 


sheets was backed or mounted upon trepeline, a 
sort of transparent durable silk gnir/w-, which al- 
lowed any reasonable amount of handling. Then, 
ciinii: an endless amount of scraping, patching, 
pasting and cutting which only the deftest, most 
expert lingers could do, and tlie results would no: 
have beei: se remarkably satisfactory hut for a 
most fortunate circumstance. 


When it came to grafting new material into the 


old manuscript to replace the old which had been 
worn away, the great problem lay in limling new 
material t h a t would mulch in texture and color 


I hat upon which the will was written. 
Mr. Ber- 


wick was in despair as to where to find paper for 
Hie patches which would make tlie will look as 
good us new, when by a lucky chance in a second- 
hand book store in Washington a number of blank 
sheets of the writing paper which George Wash- 
ington bad :nade especially for his personal list 
were discovered. 
This was exactly what 
wjis 


wanted and now. unless one holds the sheets of 
ihe restored will in such a position that the bright 
li"ht will shine through them, there is no way of 
tolling where the old part, or rather the original 
part, leaves off nnd the grafted sections begin. 


When Mr. Bui-wick completed his task, which 


cosl the Fairfax authorities nothing, the sheets 
of the document, mounted upon cardboard, bound 
in ihe form of a book mounted with n handsome 
ml levant cover, were placed In a steel fireproof 
and l.nrglarproof safe consi ructed especially for 
the purpose, ill accordance w i i h the specifications 
of tlie government ollieials.
